Residents in 
big drug bust 


By Don Staruk 

An Andover father and son arrested Fri- 
day, Aug. 30, and charged with conspiring to 
smuggle more than three tons of hashish into 
the United States from Lebanon were alleged- 
ly at the center of an international smuggling 
operation, 

Peter Kattar, 61, of 85 McKenney Circle, 
and his son, Stephen Kattar, 32, also of 35 
McKenney Circle, and 13 other suspects were 


charged with importation and distribution of 


the hashish in connection with the bust by 
agents for the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms (ATF), 

The senior Kattar is alleged to have been 
the kingpin of the operation. He was also 
charged with money laundering. 

Another defendant, Sayed Hachem, 34, is 
listed as a resident of 338 McKenney Circle 
since 1983, according to town records. But the 
indictment lists him as living with the Kat- 
tars at 35 McKenney Circle. Still another 
report lists him as a Lawrence resident.

ndover has clean trash; pizza 
/ %\ boxes are a trash man’s night- 
fe" mare; and a breakdown can real- 
@%~ ly ruin a workday. I learned 
these things one day last week helping on 
one of the Vining Disposal Service trash 
trucks, which collect Andover’s waste. It 
was kind of an g 
under-the-lid look 
at the job of a 
trash collector, 

Did you know 
the best way to 
keep animals 
from tearing open 
your trash bags is 
simply draping 
them with a plain 
blanket? 

Ray Capadanno, 30, of Woburn, the 
stocky, four-year veteran of the trash busi- 
ness who drove the truck, doesn’t know 
why a blanket over the bags works, only 
that it does and a lot of Andover residents 
do it. 

The trash men (not garbage men, thank 
you) who ride on the back of the truck and 
empty the barrels are called shakers, or 
lumpers. John “Scott” MacInnes, 28, and 
Joe Andrade, 26, both of Somerville, were 
the shakers on my truck. 

“IT started from the back of the truck 
where those guys are now. Almost two 
years,” says 
Mr. Capadan- 
no. “My heart 
bleeds for 
those guys,” 

The temper- 
ature was sup- 
posed to be in 
the 90s so the 
crew wanted 
to get a lot 
done early while it was still cool. Their 
day began at 5:30 a.m., when they picked 
up the dumpsters at the town schools and 
office buildings. They picked me up at 7 
a.m. at Barron’s Country Store on Lowell 
Street. They're not allowed to start pick- 
ing up residential trash until 7 a.m. 

Andover is larger than many towns and 
the houses are farther apart, so it takes 
longer to do routes here. Mr. Capadanno, 
who used to work in Stoneham, said there 
is another difference in Andover. 

“You'd think trash is trash, but in this

Stephen Kattar and two of the other defen- 
dants were arraigned Tuesday in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Boston. All three had bail set at 
$100,000. 

A bail hearing for the elder Kattar was 
scheduled for yesterday, Wednesday, Sept. 4 
after the Townsman went to press. James B. 
Krasnoo, of Andover, is the attorney for 
Peter Kattar. 


The bail hearing for Mr. Hachem, like 
Peter Kattar, was also delayed. 

The elder Kattar was arrested at Logan 
Airport on Friday, according to reports. Offi- 
cials did not say where the son or Mr. 
Hachem were arrested. A total of eight defen- 
dants were arrested Friday. 


Infiltration the key 

The key to the bust was infiltration into 
the “Kattar organization” by an agent for the 
ATF and by a paid informant. The arrests 
come after five years of planning by the sus- 
pects and investigation by federal agents. 

Hashish is a drug derived from the resin 
of marijuana plants and is usually smoked. 
The 6,393 pounds of hashish confiscated by 
federal agents was grown in the Bekaa Val- 
ley of Lebanon, imported into the United 
States and destined for Canada, according to 
a statement from U.S. Attorney Wayne Budd. 
The hashish had a street value of more than 
$85 million. 

Two indictments returned by a grand jury 
Monday, Aug. 26, charged a total of 15 defen- 
dants with involvement in the smuggling 
operation. Peter Kattar is named in both 
indictments. 


Those named in the first indictment, 
which relates to the importation and distri- 
bution of the hashish, include both Kattars; 
Mr. Hachem; David Abdoo, 39, of Colchester, 

t.; Beshara El] Khoury, 45, of Lebanon; 
Gebran Hanna, 55, of Quebec, Canada; Mitri 
Hanna, age unknown, of Lebanon; Kamal 
Karam, 438, of 168 Berkeley St., Lawrence; 
Nicholas Mansour, 67, Ottawa, Ontario, 
Canada; Vincent Petrelli, 52, Hampstead,

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Quebec; Nicholas Shebib, age unknown, 
Lebanon; and Pierre Pharoun, age unknown, 
Lebanon. 

If convicted of the conspiracy charges, 
each defendant faces a maximum penalty of 
life in prison and a $4 million fine. 

The second indictment charges four defen- 
dants with money laundering for and 
through the Kattar organization. 

The four include Peter Kattar; Henry 
Hyder Jr., 65, of 3 Hyder Ave., Methuen; 
Brenda Macaro, 39, of 66 Harold St. in North 
Andover; and Stephen W. Murphy, 41, of 23 
Curtis St., Plymouth. 


Both Mr. Hyder and Mr. Murphy are attor- 
neys. Mr. Hyder’s law office is located at 234 
Haverhill St in Lawrence. Mr. Hyder is a 
member of the executive board of directors of 
Lawrence Savings Bank, according to a pub- 
lished report. 

Mr. Murphy’s office is located at 47 Winter 
St., Weymouth. Ms. Macaro is owner and 
president of Dolphin Financial Services of 
North Andover, according to a published 
report. 


Ms. Macaro and Mr. Hyder were the other 
two arraigned with Stephen Kattar Tuesday 
and whose bail was set at $100,000 each. 

Canadian citizens Gebran Hanna, Mr. 
Mansour and Mr. Petrelli, who were charged 
with arranging for distribution of the drug in 
Canada, were also arrested Friday in Ottawa 
and Montreal. 

If convicted of the money laundering 
charges, the defendants face a maximum 
penalty of 20 years in prison and a $250,000 
fine. 


The route 

The indictment alleges 10 of the defen- 
dants, including the Kattars, conspired to 
establish an international hashish smug- 
gling network operating in the U.S., Canada 
and Lebanon, and that the Kattar organiza- 
tion purchased 6,393 pounds of hashish from 
growers in Lebanon. 

The hashish was packed into several 
hundred plastic barrels, concealed below 
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olives and placed inside a large 
shipping container along with 
several hundred identical bar- 
rels containing nothing but 
olives, 

The hashish was shipped by 
sea to Boston, where it arrived 
Aug. 9, and was seized by federal 
officials.

Police step up patrols 


By Lisa Boudreau 

School starts today and the 
Andover Police Department has 
stepped up its presence on the 
more heavily traveled roads to 
schools, said Lt. Phil Froburg. 

“This year it is even more 
important than ever, because of 
the increased number of walkers 
and parents driving their kids to 
school, that we make sure the 
speed limits are obeyed,” he 
said. 

School administrators and 
police expect more students to be 
walking because of bus fees 
implemented this year. Students 
who live less than two miles 
from their school must pay to 
ride the bus this year. It costs 
$119 if a you live between one 
and one-half and two miles and 
$206 if you live less than one and 
one-half miles.The administra- 
tion has collected about $90,000 
in bus fees. 

Patrolpersons in cruisers and 
on motorcycles will use radar 
guns to monitor the traffic on 
school roads. The speed limit at 
most school-zone neighborhoods 
is 20 mph and lower, Lt. Froburg 
said. 

Police will ticket cars parked 
on school-road soft shoulders 
and sidewalks. 

“The problem with cars 
parked on the roads is that they 


obstruct the sidewalks and block 
traffic. Two cars, each going in 
the opposite direction, should be 
able to pass one another without 
one stopping to let the other go 
by,” he said. 


Crossing guards 

School administrators will 
monitor the number of walkers 
and the routes they take to 
school during the first few days, 
said Frank Paul, school business 
manager. There will be at least 
10 crossing guards to start off the 
first few weeks of school, the 
same number as last year. The 
administration plans to hire 
about six more once personnel 
determine where the greatest 
needs are, Mr. Paul said.

“About 35 people came in dur- 
ing the past week to pay the bus 
fees,” he said.

Only three are filled to 
capacity, he said.

A new school year is just 
around the corner, so now is 
a good time to remind your 
children about some safety 
tips that will make their 
return to school a lot easier 
on them and you.

School lunches will cost 25 cents more 
this year. A cafeteria meal at the elemen-

Small stomachs need 
frequent, healthy food 


With the start of a 
new school year, 
many parents are 


dreading the task of 


preparing creative, 
take-along lunches 
and snacks. 

As Americans 
continue to pay more 
attention to proper 
nutrition, healthful 
snacks are taking 
the place of pre-pack- 
aged foods high in fat 
and sugar. 

According to Dr. 
Susan Baker, co- 
director of the pedi- 
atric gastroenterolo- 
gy and nutrition ser- 
vice at the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts 
Medical Center in 
Worcester, snacks 
are as important to a 
child’s diet as regu- 
lar balanced meals 
and deserve the 
same consideration 


that meal planning 
does. 

“When children 
are in school, they 
have very structured 
schedules, which 
don’t allow them to 
eat as often as they 
need to,” says Dr. 


Baker, pointing out 
that adults usually 


have the flexibility of 


taking breaks during 
the day. 

“Children have

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Anyone who’s ever shared the dinner 
table with a young athlete knows what they 
eat: A lot. 

“A 13-year-old typically requires 3,000 
calories a day without athletics,” says Dr. 
Robert D. Baker, assistant professor of pedi- 
atrics at the University of Massachusetts 
Medical Center in Worcester. 

“With strenuous activity added in, that 
same 13-year-old will need 5,000 calories a 
day — at least double what an adult 
requires.” 

Dr. Baker offers the following tips to par- 
ents whose children play sports: 

« To get the extra calories they need 
through something as “healthy” as apples, 
teen athletes would need to eat 68 apples a 
day. A more appropriate solution: Allow 
young sports stars to supplement a well-bal- 
anced diet with high-density snack foods 
such as ice cream and pizza. 


Young athletes need right food 


‘one that is fairly evenly distributed in food 


+ To prepare for training sessions and 
competitions, young athletes should stay 
well-hydrated with diluted juices to keep up 
the level of both sugar and fluid intake. 

+ Young female athletes have the same 
basic caloric and nutritional requirements 
as males and should be discouraged from 
dieting. Young women who play sports are 
at far greater risk for malnourishment than 
males, because of the social pressure to eat 
“dainty” meals. 

+ The best meal before a sports event is 


types and served several hours ahead of 
time, The emphasis of the meal should be on 
complex carbohydrates — like noodles and 
pancakes ~ because fats and proteins slow 
down digestion. 

+ During and after sports events, athletes 
must maintain fluid intake to avoid dehy- 
dration.

quent meals than adults. In effect, snacking 
becomes a necessity for children. It gives 
them the nutrition they need to carry out an 
active day.” 

UMMC nutritionist Anne Davis advises 
parents to offer snacks high in complex car- 
bohydrates. 

“A few choices might be peanut butter and 
whole-grain crackers, trail mix and high- 
fiber cereals,” she says. Dried fruits, such as 
banana chips, apples and apricots, also offer 
an easy and nutritious alternative to candy 
and cookies. 

Dr. Baker and Ms. Davis suggest some 
helpful hints for parents when planning chil- 
dren's snacks: 

¢ Remember that many foods high in fat, 
such as cheese, whole milk or ice cream, are 
also available in low-fat alternatives. 

* Flexibility and moderation are two posi- 
tive ways to develop healthy eating habits. 


Nursery school 
gets new play 


It’s fine to let children eat junk food once ina 
while, but don’t send them to school with 
chips and sweets every day. 

* Food should never be used as a reward or 
punishment. If children think that their 
snacks depend on their behavior, then the 
thought of food is simply reinforced in the 
child’s mind. If you repeatedly acknowledge 
the quantity of food your child eats, then you 
are constantly implanting the idea of food. 

* The amount and content of a child’s 
snacks should depend on individual lifestyle 
and level of activity. A child who plays three 
sports probably needs to snack more than 
one who hardly exercises. Similarly, some 
children are more active during the school 
year than the summer, 

“Snacks provide the constant flow of ener- 
gy that children need to maintain their level 
of activity,” says Ms. Davis. “Parents will 
find that spending a little extra time to pre- 
pare healthful snacks is well worth the 
effort.”

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AHS boys’ soccer faces Chelmsford in season-opener |

It shouldn't take long for the Andover High 
boys’ varsity soccer team to assess its chances in 
the Merrimack Valley Conference this season. 

The schedulemaker decided to get down to 
business immediately, showing little compassion 
or sense of humor when he matched Andover 
against Chelmsford in next Wednesday night’s 
opening game. 

Last fall the Lions edged the Golden Warriors 
by one point in a torrid struggle for the MVC 
championship, and in recent years Chelmsford 
has become as much a force as Andover has been 
for more than a decade. 

During one dominating stretch from the late 
1970's to the late 1980’s, AHS won eight league 
titles in nine years. Chelmsford finally caught up 
and now the two are archrivals on the soccer field. 

“Every year we have to overcome the legacy of 
being Andover,” said Coach Dave Amundsen, who 
starts his 17th season at the controls, “For years 
we beat up on these (MVC) teams, and now every- 
one is trying to even the score.” 

The quality of Andover soccer remains very 
high, but as other school’s programs mature the 
gap narrows. 

Next Wednesday’s 7 p.m. season opener at 
Bugene V. Lovely Field, as well as the rematch at 
Chelmsford Oct. 5, could be of paramount impor- 
tance as the season winds down in late October. 

The Warriors edged Chelmsford 2-1 late last fall 
but still fell a point shy in the final standings. 

Andover, which finished 11-5-2 overall last year 
and beat Somerville 4-0 in the opening round of 
the Bastern Mass. Division 1 Tournament, gradu- 
ated a wealth of talent including All-Conference 
player and MVC individual scoring champ Mike 
Henry (13-13-26). 

Also gone are league All-Star Brad Cronin 
(Barry College), co-captain Bob Dawley (UMass- 
Amherst), defender Ryan Rodriguez (UMiami), 
forward Steve Sintros (Holy Cross), Peter Arthur, 
P.J. Johnson and goalkeepers Matt Doyle and 
Kevin Lewis. 

“We're going to play an exciting brand of soc- 
cer this year,” said Amundsen, who greeted 50 
candidates at the first pre-season workout.

Until Henry came along last fall the Warriors 
had gone a long time without a pure goalscorer 
like previous hotshots Dave Keane and Steve Car- 
bone. 

“This group has excellent composure on the 
field.

The list of veterans is led by the co-captains, 
senior center-midfielder Brian Jones and senior 
left wing Chris Zappala. 

Jones was an All-Conference selection last 
year, and authored the winning goal in the 2-1 vic- 
tory over Chelmsford, while Zappala pocketed 
nine goals in 1990 including a pair in the 4-0 tour- 
ney romp over Somerville. 

The Warriors subsequently lost to Lexington in 
the second round of the tournament. 

Other varsity veterans who saw considerable 
time last season are junior Keith Selvitelli, shifted 
from stopperback to forward, senior defender 
Minh Nguyen, senior sweeper Mark Baker, junior 
midfielder/forward John Christopher Martin, 
senior forward Chris Pothier and senior defender 
John Kulesar. 

Selvitelli, Nguyen, Martin and Pothier all 
scored goals last year. 

Zappala and Nguyen played in the Bay State 
Games this summer. 

New to the varsity via the JV, freshman or 
transfer route are senior defensemen Tim Maracle 
and Greg Gigliotti, senior midfielder Lee Farr, 
junior midfielder Kevin Nusky, junior defender 
Mike O’Sullivan, sophomore forward Quang 
Nguyen and senior defender Brendan O'Leary.

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Loschi looks for 100th win 
Lady W's prepare for 
successful soccer season

Every fall opposing Merrimack 
Valley Conference girls’ soccer 
coaches hope and pray the Andover 
High talent pool has run dry. 

But year after year Coach Dick 
Loschi finds new ways to motivate 
the highly-skilled troops, as the Lady 
Warriors steamroll to another cham- 
pionship and progress deep into the 
state tournament to further enhance 
their reputation. 

There is no reason to believe 1991 
will be any different. 

“We have more experience than 
last year’s team, but there are some 
very young people in crucial posi- 
tions,” noted Loschi. “Once the regu- 
lar season starts, and we come under 
fire, we'll depend on the ‘old-timers’ 
to provide stability and keep the 
underclassmen from getting rattled.” 

The 16-game campaign, which 
once again includes an ambitious 
non-league schedule, begins next 
Tuesday night when Andover hosts 
Chelmsford under the lights at 
Eugene V. Lovely Field (7 p.m. start). 

“We have a lot of excellent, versa- 
tile athletes and one superstar play 
er,” said Loschi. “If we stay healthy 
our overall balance and depth means 
we won't lose much when we substi- 
tute.

Shoots for 100th 

Loschi, who enters his seventh 
season at the Lady Warriors’ helm, is 
just four victories shy of 100.

If all goes according to plan

The Andover girls have won five 
straight MVC titles, continuing as 
the only champion the league has 
ever known, and finished with a 9-1-2 
league mark last season. In five 
years AHS has lost just two confer- 
ence games, both to Billerica, in 1986 
and 1990. 

In 1987 Andover and Agawam 
were State co-champs after strug 
gling to a multi-overtime 0-0 tie in 
the final, while last year the Lady 
Warriors reached the Kastern Mass. 
North final with wins over Woburn

over (2-1, ot) before bowing to power- 
house Winchester. 

In 1985 and ‘86 AHS reached the 
Sectional semifinal round before los 
ing both times to Concord-Carlisle, 
in 1988 the locals dropped a tough 2-1 
decision to Acton-Boxboro in the 
North title game, and in ‘89 Winch- 
ester ousted Andover in the North 
semifinal, 

“We have developed a winning 
attitude and it’s something that car- 
ries over from team to team,” said 
Loschi, who spent five seasons as the 
junior varsity coach before moving 
up. “We don’t back away from any 
one and always play the toughest 
non-league schedule we can find.”

Cross country teams

After two years of hovering 
around the .500 mark, it may be time 
for the Andover High boys’ and girls’ 
cross country teams to quicken the 
pace of their rejuvenation.

town the trash is en he says. 

He pointed out how some residents 
here still put garbage in its own, sepa- 
rate container from the trash, and that 
Andover residents use more bags than 
barrels. 

We worked the Haggetts Pond, Bai- 
ley and River roads area. I started in 
the cab, learning the driver’s end of the 
job. 

Fresh air 

The first things | noticed in the cab 

were a couple air fresheners, sporting 


revealing photos of women, hanging off 
I tried to imagine one of 


the visor. 
those hanging over my computer at the 
office. 

No women work on the trucks for 
Vining, although one did work on one 
of the company’s recycling trucks for 
about two months, according to Mr. 
Capadanno, He also once saw a woman 
at the incinerator in North Andover 
driving for another company. 

He showed me a signal system he 
uses with the shakers. A couple blasts 
on the horn gets their attention and 
could mean to watch for traffic. Show- 
ing his elbow in the mirror tells them 
{o stop traffic so he can back up a side 
street. A twirling motion with the 
index finger means he’s going to flip a 
switch to power the sweep blade that 
compresses the trash, The blade is then 
operated from the rear of the truck. 

The shakers were hustling. Both 
driver and shakers are on salary and 
the sooner they complete their route 
the sooner they go home. 

Shakers are at the low end of the pay 
scale, starting at $300 a week. Drivers 
get more, even what Mr. Capadanno 
called a good salary, but I don’t think 
he leaves work ina BMW. 

We'd just finished a neighborhood of 
Haggetts Pond Road when a woman 
came running out with her bag of 
trash. Mr, Capadanno stopped for her, 
then continued. 

“I’m here to please,” he explains. 
Safety and technique 

I hopped onto the back of the truck 
and watched the shakers jump down, 
slide the barrels over and dump their 
contents into the truck. 

It certainly doesn’t take a rocket sci- 
entist to do the job, according to Mr. 
MaclInnes, but that doesn’t mean it’s 
easy. 

You have to watch for traffic, espe- 
cially when picking up two sides of the 
road at once. And school buses are a 
problem. 

“Those buses fly,” Mr. Capadanno 
says. “School buses drive too fast. And 
they got kids in them. I don’t even go 
that fast in a trash truck.” 

But the shaker’s job itself didn’t look 
too difficult and soon I jumped down 
and tossed a little trash of my own. 

It was awkward at first, trying not to 
slow things up as I grabbed and tossed 
my first couple of barrels. And I was a 
bit embarrassed when paper plates and 
coffee grounds fell onto the ground 
when I tried to empty a barrel at the 
wrong time while the blade was mov- 


ing. But I was being extra careful not to 
get my hands too close to the blade as it 
chewed at a steel desk as if it were a 
stale potato chip. 

Mr. Andrade said I wouldn’t last 
long lifting the barrels straight up the 
way I was. The technique was to keep 
your back to the truck, start the barrel 
sliding, then swing it up and around 
and into the truck. 

He was right, of course, as I would 
be reminded by my sore muscles the 
next day. 

Maggots and dead animals 

The worst thing to pick up is a bar- 
rel full of maggots, I was told. Dead ani- 
mals, which are not supposed to be in 
the trash, can also be pretty nasty. But 
pizza boxes are the real pain in the 
neck for shakers. 

Pizza boxes get stuck in the barrels 
and when the shakers go to dump them 
nothing comes out. They then have to 
stop and dig the box out and lift the 
barrel again and their whole rhythm is 
broken. 

“If they could only rip it up or some- 
thing,” Mr. Andrade says. 

More pizza boxes than usual were in 
the trash this week, according to Mr. 
Andrade, possibly from the power 
being out in some neighborhoods after 
the hurricane. 

The smell of the trash is the worst 
after a weekend of rain. 

“It reeks,” Mr. Andrade says. 

But it’s a catch-22 because a rainy 
weekend also means no one works in 
the yard so there’s no bags of leaves 
and grass to pick up Monday morning. 
For that reason Mr. Capadanno says 
trash men are probably the only guys 
who hope for rain on their days off. 

The recent hurricane resulted in an 
extra half load of yard trash a day, a 
big increase considering two or two- 
and-a-half loads a day is the average. 
What’s allowed 

The sweep blade surprised me when 
it crushed the steel desk so easily. 

“The only thing this doesn’t crush 
up is water heaters,” Mr, Capadanno 
says. “But it will put a dent in them.” 

Everything put out for collection is 
supposed to be tied in a bundle or 
boxed, and lumber is supposed to be 
cut to four-foot lengths. 

Still, loose boards and piles of rugs 
are picked up and taken away. We also 
took mattresses, stuffed chairs and at 
least one stove. One of the few items we 
didn’t take was a six-foot steel pipe. 

“Some people don’t care how they 
put their trash out. They think once 
it’s on the sidewalk, they don’t own it,” 
Mr. Capadanno says. 

People drag their plastic bags down 
the driveway. That means they break 
open when the shakers try to lift them. 

“T guess that’s what builds charac- 
ter, huh?” Mr. Capadanno jokes. 

He gets a kick out of people who put 
out more than the six-bag limit, then 
peek out the windows to see if he takes 
them all. As long as it’s trash, and not 
leaves or grass, he does. 

“If I don’t take it, it’s just going to be 
there for me next week,” he says.

Hazardous waste 

By mid-morning, the novelty of rid- 
ing on the side of the truck and the cool 
breeze had given way to sweat and 
dust. 

Mr. Andrade cursed when the sweep 
blade sloshed out automobile waste oil. 

“Someone just screwed us with oil,” 
he said, explaining that he would have 
left it had he seen it. “But we can’t see 
inside the bags.” 

The oil, which is hazardous waste 
and should not be in the trash, drips 
through the load and eventually out 
onto the street. For the next few stops, 
a small pool of oil forms a puddle in the 
road. 


One whole inside wall of the fairly 
new truck is sloshed with white paint, 
thrown illegally into the trash and 
dripped all over when crushed by the 
blade. 

That upsets Mr. Capadanno, who 
says he’s the only driver who steam 
cleans his truck once a week. 

But the real downer this day came at 
about 10 a.m. when the crew heard by 
radio from the driver of another truck 
in Andover that his blade was broken 
and he had to go back to the company’s 
shop in Medford for repairs. That 
meant the crew from the other truck 
would be dropped off with us and that 
Mr. Capadanno and his shakers would 
have to help them finish their route lat- 
er in the day. 

“Want to see somebody really 
depressed? Watch this,’ Mr. Capadan- 
no says, as he relays the information to 
the shakers. 


Their heads drop. All the hustle 
they'd put in to get out early, to get out 
of the summer sun, had just gone to 
waste. 

“It’s not going to be a good Thursday 
after all,” Mr. Capadanno says. 

Cold sodas and pears 

On the lighter side, some people 
appreciate their trash men and reward 
them for their efforts. 

One woman, off Rutgers Road, gives 
a bag of fruit and sodas to these guys 
every week. Thursday it was pears and 
sodas. At Christmas time she brings 


them a tray of coffee and doughnuts 
with a money card for all of them. She 
could leave out just about anything in 
her trash and I think they’d pick it up. 

Another woman, during the heat 
wave a few weeks ago, gave them sodas 
and a bag with frozen apple juices so 
they could have a nice cold drink after 
the juices melted. 

And children love the trash men. 

“T think this is the second best truck 
that kids like besides an ice-cream 
truck,” Mr. Capadanno says. 

Not everyone is thoughtful. 

During the same heat wave, one of 
the shakers used a hose on the side of a 
house to douse his head with water. It 
was on a cul-de-sac, and by the time the 
crew finished the street the dispatcher 
radioed that a resident had com- 
plained. 


By 11 a.m. we had a full load, about 
13 tons, according to Mr. Capadanno, 
and the truck was beginning to have 
trouble getting out of its own way. 

We made it to Raven’s Bluff, off Riv- 
er Road, and Mr. Capadanno was Satis- 
fied with the morning’s work. 

He would now head to the incinera- 
tor to dump the load. The shakers 
would get off at a store or pizza shop 
along the way to break for lunch and 
Mr. Capadanno would pick them up on 
the way back, eating his own lunch in 
the truck. 

Some drivers rendezvous with other 
trucks when they go to the dump and 
have the shakers double up and keep 
working, what they call chain loading. 
Mr. Capadanno says his shakers work 
too hard for him to do that. 

“When you have a good crew you 
appreciate them. I have a good crew,” 
he says. 


I had begun to question why my 
once-white cotton gloves were now so 
squishy, ana only hoped it was from 
rain water on the bags and nothing 
more. But I certainly didn’t feel like 
putting them back on. 

When Mr. Capadanno invited me to 
stick around for the afternoon, I 
respectfully declined, and had him 
drop me off.

Budget cuts affect AHS 

Cooking, wood working and draft- 
ing have all been cut from the curricu- 
lum at the high school this year. But 
there will be an additional advanced- 
placement chemistry class. Cuts in the 
guidance department have made it nec- 
essary to close the career center for the 
time being until staffing can be found, 
said Ruby Easton, head of the depart- 
ment. 

He plans to get more Andover indus- 
tries involved in the high school. Cur- 
rently, AHS is involved in a partner- 
ship with Genetics Institute and 
receives some equipment, such as pH 
meters. Professionals from the biotech 
firm will volunteer their time as guest 
lecturers in some science classes. 

Odyssey, an interdisciplinary class 
at the high school, will also be different 
this year. English will be dropped from 
the format, leaving social studies and 
arts of different world cultures in the 
curriculum. 

Mr. Thomas plans to expand the pro- 
gram of teachers observing other 
teachers in the classroom and provide 
more opportunity for teachers to par- 
ticipate in school decisions.

West Middle School 

West Middle School will also have a 
new administrator. Sam Campbell, for- 
merly a school administrator in Vir- 
ginia, will be the principal at WMS. 

Dr. Campbell said his goal is to help 
programs that are already in place at 
WMS become more effective. One goal 
is to increase the number interdisci- 
plinary classes and teachers working 
together. 

“Interdisciplinary instruction gives 
students the opportunity to see the con- 
nection between what they are taught 
in their subjects such as literature, his- 
tory and social studies,” said Dr. 
Campbell. 

Team teaching also helps teachers 
and students become less isolated than 
if they stayed in one classroom all day, 
he said. 

“Students in middle school are very 
social beings. Friends are very impor- 
tant to them and teams help students 
feel they are part of a group as a mem- 
ber of the team,” Dr. Campbell said. 

Both middle schools will initiate an 
adviser/advisee program in which 
“practically every adult” in the build- 
ing will have about 16 students 
assigned to him or her. The adviser 
will meet one-on-one with her students 
at least once a week, according to Dr. 
Campbell. Teachers at each school 
have already begun in-service training 
for this program, Dr, Campbell said. 

Dr. Campbell and his wife, Helen, 
plan to buy a home in Andover. He is 
currently renting a residence on High 
Street. 

Shawsheen School 

The integrated primary classes at 
Shawsheen School will be unique 
because the school’s teachers and 
administrators will focus on develop- 
mental education needs of 3- through 8- 
year-olds, said Theresa Murphy, coor- 
dinator of the school system’s special 
projects, including the integrated pri- 
mary program at Shawsheen, 

“This is going to be a very exciting 
environment for preschoolers and 
youngsters in the first grade,” Ms. 
Murphy said. 

Kindergarten sessions at Shaw- 
sheen will be organized into three 
morning sessions and one afternoon 
session. Two of the morning sessions 
will remain in the morning all year 
long and the others will follow the tra- 


ditional switch during the second half 


of the school year, said Ms. Murphy. 
The school’s focus will be an inter- 
disciplinary approach to teaching, 
which is designed to help teach basic 
skills.

Sanborn Elementary School 

Sanborn Elementary School’s theme 
this year is “Share Our World,” said 
Principal Fileen Woods. One way of 
expanding this theme will be to share a 
little bit of Andover with the third 
world, she said. Sanborn students 
raised $700 through calendar sales last 
year and with the money they adopted 
a 7-year-old Bolivian foster child. An 
11-inch by 14-inch photo of Isaac 
Arturo Mora Huyata of Santa Cruz, 
Bolivia, is displayed in the Sanborn 
foyer, 

He lives in a small, sparsely fur- 
nished house with no electricity and 
no running water, said Ms. Woods. 
Fourth-grade teacher Ellie Seavey and 
school volunteer Joyce Ringleb coordi- 
nated the sponsorship last year, which 
has raised money to help Isaac and his 
family receive medical care, food and 
assistance in learning new agricultural 
techniques to help them feed them- 
selves. 

Sanborn students will learn more 
about the world Isaac lives in by study- 
ing about his and other third-world 
countries this year. 

Part of the curriculum will include 
an exhibit at the school of 35 works of 
literature and art by third-world chil- 
dren. 

Another program at the school will 
be before- and after-school academic 
clubs including science, and some 
basic foreign language that will be 
coordinated by teachers and parent 
volunteers. 

South Elementary School 

South Elementary School’s theme 
for the year is “Think Globally, Act 
Locally,” said Principal Jade Reitman. 
Students will continue a program 
begun last year in which the school 
adopted a section of the Shawsheen 
River and helped clean up its banks. 
Ms. Reitman said the students will also 
begin an outreach program this year

West Elementary School 

West Elementary School will 
improve a variety of programs begun 
last year, said Jack Coyle, West’s prin- 
cipal. Teachers will continue working 
with students on process writing, a 
technique for encouraging students to 
express their thoughts on papers. Tal- 
ents Unlimited, a training program for 
educators, helps teachers identify and 
nurture all kinds of achievement for 
students beyond the three R’s. 

West Elementary social studies 
teachers will begin a new pilot pro- 
gram this year, Teachers will use new 
textbooks and audio/visual material. 

“T believe the last time the social 
studies textbooks were purchased (for 
West Elementary) was 10 years ago,” 
Mr. Coyle said. 

After this year, four of the West Ele- 
mentary social studies teachers, who 
are part of a systemwide elementary 
evaluation effort, will make recom- 
mendations about the new materials. 

Four math teachers at the school 
will also be involved in a pilot pro- 
gram.

Kindergarten students and their 
parents are invited to attend an open 
house at the school today. Morning stu- 
dents and their parents are requested 
to attend the morning open house and 
afternoon students and their parents, 
the afternoon open house, Mr. Coyle 
said. 

Bancroft School 

Teachers and members of the 
school’s parent-teacher organization 
were busy this summer designing this 
year’s theme — Discovery, celebrating 
the 500th anniversary of Columbus’ 
voyage to the new world, said Debra 
Dunn, Bancroft’s new principal. 

Ms, Dunn said each grade will focus 
on many areas of discovery, including 
different cultures, recycling and ecolo- 
gy, oceans and tidal pools. 

Kindergartners and first-graders 
will be met at the school’s driveway by 
teachers carrying balloons matching 
the color-coded name tags that were 
mailed to their houses earlier this sum- 
mer.

Klaine Eriksen, also an achieving 
person, advises students to spread 
out studying and not to cram for 
tests. 

Maureen Mitchell, who does well 
in school, talks about finding a quiet 
place to study. 

Alaina Schroeder does her home- 
work at home where she has access 
to a word processor and where the 
family understands her need for a 
quiet environment.

They may not want to be 
kept alive under certain circum 
stances, Ms. Fleming, who does some 
speaking and consulting about 
health care, wanted me to know 
about the Massachusetts Health Care 
Proxy Law, which becomes effective 
Dec. 1. 

Starting that date, patients who 
enter a US hospital, hospice, nursing 
home or health maintenance organi- 
zation will be asked if they want to 
appoint someone to act on the 
patient's behalf if the patient cannot. 
And you don’t have to be entering 
one of those facilities to assign a 
proxy. Ms. Fleming sent the proper 
form along to me, for which I am 
grateful. 

The form allows space for an alter- 
nate, in case the person you've 
named can’t be reached. Obviously, 
the person or persons you appoint to 
make the decision for you should be 
someone who understands your feel- 
ings and someone with whom you 
have talked at length about life and 
death. The person should understand 
specifically what conditions are 
acceptable to you and which are not. 

According to the law, the only per- 
son who cannot be your agent is an 
administrator or employee of a hos-

Schools and students’ safety Will our schools remain high quality? 


Editor, Townsman: 

Did Richard MHubbell’s 
response to a parent at last 
week’s School Committee meet- 
ing give us a glimpse at an 
underlying attitude that even in 
its mildest guise is clear callous- 
ness? Was it, in retrospect, a 
defining moment? Does the 
board really feel it has no 
responsibility in getting a child 
to school? Wouldn’t a board 


member with even a flicker of 


conscience feel some responsibil- 
ity for safety, if nothing else? 

State law doesn’t require pub- 
lic school transportation. But if a 
district does provide it at all, 
should it not make it equally 
accessible to all who choose to 
use it? If some have to pay, why 
not all? 


Isn’t the concept of publicly 
funded education, in part, that 
all the people will share equally 
in paying, even though some (no 
children, absentee land owner- 
ship, etc.) may receive no direct 
benefit? 


If some students have to pay, 
why not all students? Would it be 
less fair to charge each student, 
say, $12 a semester? Why should 
students who live more than two 
miles or within a reasonable 
walking distance pay nothing? 


And further, is there a 
reduced fee provision for hard- 
ship cases, such as that for 


school lunches? 

Aside from the issues of fair- 
ness, equality and safety, I find 
the whole business of transporta- 
tion fees highly objectionable. 
For one thing it helps prove the 
Prop. 2 1/2 no voters correct. 


When pressed, the School 
Committee can figure out a way 
to pay for what it needs. And as 
long as public education contin- 
ues to survive on a lick anda 
prayer, adequate tax money will 
continue to trickle, not flow. 
Education will have come of age 
only when the Pentagon has to 
hold a bake sale to buy a bomb.

Editor's note: Public school 
systems are mandated by state 
law to provide free transportation 
to and from schools to those stu- 
dents in kindergarten through 
grade six who live more than two 
miles from school. New state laws 
have dropped requirements to bus 
students in grades seven through 
12, regardless of how close or far 
they live from schools. 

Andover currently charges 
busing fees for those students K- 
12 who live less than two miles 
from school. Those who live 
between two and one and one-half 
miles must pay $119 to ride the 
bus and those who live less than 
one and one-half miles must pay 
$206 to ride the bus.

pital or nursing home where you 
are a patient or resident unless 
that person is related to you by 
birth, marriage or adoption. 

Your physician, your family 
and possibly your lawyer and 
clergyperson should all be made 
aware of your health-care prefer- 
ences, according to the informa- 
tion put out by Massachusetts 
Health Decisions, of Sharon. 

The law requires health facili- 
ties that take Medicare or Medi- 
caid to tell patients on admission 
that they have rights to decide 
ahead of time the kind of medical 
care they would want or refuse. 
The law requires the facility to 
ask if the person has a living will 
or if he or she has designated a 
person to make decisions if she 
cannot. 

According to the literature 
that Ms. Fleming shared with 
me, health care providers expect 
there to be a great deal of confu- 


sion over the law. One of the 
problems is that many people 
feel uncomfortable talking about 
death, and people includes those 
who are related — husband and 
wife, daughter and mother, 
whomever ~— as well as patient 
and doctor. 

Until Dec. 1 when the new fed- 
eral law becomes effective, no 
physician, social service or 
health-care provider or emergen- 
cy room is required to ask 
whether you have a proxy in 
effect. If you want it known, it’s 
up to you to make sure the right 
people know. 

I welcome this Health Care 
Proxy law because that way, I 
can be closer to having things 
done the way I would want them.

Editor, Townsman: 

I watched part of the School Committee 
meeting on Aug. 27 with surprise and disap- 
pointment as it was voted 3-1 against the 
return of a guidance counselor to the high 
school prior to school opening. 

The guidance department seems to have 
been hard hit, as the loss this year of two 
counselors and the career center assistant 
brings a total of five cuts in three years to the 
department. Obviously, all of the cuts seri- 
ously affect all students and overload the 
remaining counselors by adding 480 students 
to their caseload. Andover’s counselor/stu- 
dent ratio was similar to other schools of 
comparable socioeconomic backgrounds, but 
the loss of the two counselors this year raises 
that ratio to one of the highest in the Merri- 
mack Valley. Andover is a quality school 
that sends 80 percent of its students on to 
higher education. Will it stay that way? 

In my volunteer hours at the high school, I 
see students trying to meet with their coun- 
selor for personal as well as academic rea- 
sons and not being able to because of time 
constraints. This can only get worse as the 
caseload is increased. These are the young 
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adults that the high school is preparing for 
life after graduation and the school system is 
shortchanging them by the guidance cuts. 


The career center was a valuable source of 


information to students and open to parents 
who chose to seek it. The center also worked 
with counselors and volunteers in handling 
the mountainous amount of college applica- 
tions. This center will be closed. 

As a parent volunteer in the guidance 
office I have already seen an increase in 
areas where volunteers are needed. But, 
unfortunately, the same economic conditions 
that have necessitated cuts have sent more 
people into the work force, dwindling the 
pool of volunteers. I commend (School Com- 
mittee member Susan) Jenkins for her 
insight into the problem and suggest that the 
other committee members come to the high 
school and see the situation first hand and 
maybe even volunteer some time. I would 
encourage parents, particularly middle and 
high school parents, to call or write the 
superintendent and School Committee mem- 
bers regarding this most serious situation.

Twice a week, during two months of the 
year, “Mrs. Amos Blanchard” opens her 
home at 97 Main St. to a group of prominent 
Andover ladies and gentlemen of the 1820s, 
played by fifth-grade students from the four 
Andover public schools and St. Augustine’s. 
They nibble bagged carrot pudding in her 
kitchen. Then, off they go to transact busi- 
ness in the general store, visit a farm, put 
their printing skills to use and join a bucket 
brigade. 


The Andover Historical So¢tiety’s cos- 
tumed interpreters who show these young 
students through the house, help them print, 
peel apples, use a quill pen and speak to 
them of spring plantings and battling blazes 
are adults. The only other thing they have in 
common is they are volunteers; men and 
women, younger and older, workers, house- 
Wives and retirees. 


It takes about 20 volunteers to run this 
school program, which is in its 11th year. 
From the volunteer pool, seven participate 
every Tuesday and Thursday morning dur- 
ing October and May. Each dons a costume 
and tells a succession of small groups of stu- 
dents about the life and work of the charac- 
ter he or she represents. The background 
material for each character, like the cos- 
tumes, is provided by the Historical Society. 


All it takes to join the school-program 
team is a desire to learn — and teach — about 
one small facet of Andover history. A flair 
for the dramatic is helpful, but optional. 

A volunteer gives approximately two 
hours per morning and may work any num- 
ber of days during the two program months.
